Hi Paula, After a particular year’s 319 grant to the State is dosed, there is no follow-up 
requirement by the State or by the local project sponsor. So usually we only get a year or two of 
post-project monitoring. That data will be submitted to the State and STORET. Since the 
Animas group is active on their own, they still may be collecting their own samples for analysis. 
They are also likely to have submitted those data sets into the Colorado Data Sharing Network.
